any means to extirpate and deſtroy them, To which 
end, they at firſt incited ſeveral of the molt learned 
of their Party to write againſt them, and warned di- 
vers Princes to- have a care of them, and to banith 
them out of their Territories. 


The firſt then that flung away the Spiritual Keys, - 


and began valiantly to brandiſh the bloody Sword of 
Perſecution againit them , was Pope Alexander the 
- third, who began therewith to hack, hew, and mur- 
der the poor Waldenſes, fo named from-Peter Waldo,or 
Walds of Lyons in France, who appeared very Coura- 
gious in oppoſing the many Corruptions of the Romifh 
Church; as Holy Oyl, Confecrated: Images, Popes 
. Indulgences, Candles, Merits, Auricular Confethon, 
* the Supremacy of the Pope, falſe Miracles, Purga- 
tory, Praying for the Dead, Prayers to Saints, ex- 
tream Un&ion, and many other Fopperies of thz 
 Popiſh Communion : This Perſecution of Waldo and 
his Followers (who were encreaſed toa very great 
number) began in France in the Year 1060. Waldo 
being compelFa to fly into the Mountains of France, 
among the Savage Inhabitants, to whom he. taught 
his Doctrine , others fled into Picardy, from whence 
they were called Picards, ſeveral into Flawders and 
Alſatia, and thereby ( for the ſafety of their Lives) 
they ſpread their DoG@rine into all places. 

King Philip of France being incited by the Eccle- 
faſticks, raiſed Arms againſt them , and deſtroyed 
Three Hundred Gentlemens Houſes, and likewiſe 
leverat Walled Towns; And thoſe that fled into

at Strasburgh, at the inſtance of the 'Bilhop, Four- 
ſcore were likewiſe burnt for preftefling the ſame 
Truth ,, andyet by the exhortations, conſtancy, and 
patience of theſe Martyrs,there were ſuch multicudes 
who entertained their DoCtrines, that in a few Years 
after in the Ceunty of Paſſzy and in Bobem1a, there: 
Were above Fourſcore thouſand perſons that made 
profetlion of the ſame Faith. Somgzof them like» 
wiſe fled into Englant for thelter, but were: more 
barbarouſly and cruelly put to death at Oxford, by 
the Papiſts there; than ever any Chriſtians were be- 
fore that time, for matters of Religion :. and Three 
years after. Pope Alexander th? Third, made a Decree 
in the Council of Tours in France, that theſe Goſpel- ©;

Theſe 
Countries being ſo het with the Fire of Perſecution, 
many of thefe poor PeopleTed into Cal:bria where 
they began to plant and build Towns, as Saint Xijt 
Is Gard, and Givers others, where they continued 
till the year, 1550. at which time they were molt 
Zrievoully perſecuted by Pope Ps the Fourth, and 
were forced to ledve their Houles and Hahitations, 
and to fly into the Woods far the ſaving of their 
Lives, but being: there purſueil by order from the 
Vice-Roy of Nafles, moſt of them were cruelly and 
barbarouſly murdered by the Souldiers, and ſome 
flying into fortified places, were ſo ſtraitly befteged, 
that they died with Famine : And at the fame time 
one Charlin was rackt in {o horrible a manner, that 
his Guts came out of his Belly : Another was tor- 
mented upon the Rack Eight hours together,to forte

rersof Fereticks, One of their Miniſters was fa- 
miihed in Priſon, another was carried to Rome, and 
burnt, the Pope and Cardinals being preſent at that 
pleaſing ſpeCacle ,* but the Miniſter ſpake ſo many 
things out of Gods word againit them, that the Pope 
 Znaihed his Teeth for Anger , and afterward promi- 
| fſedthe Marqueſs of Butianato make his Son a Cardh- 


nal, if he would clear Calabria of theſe Waldenjes, 


which was then no hard matter for the Inqui/#ri0n,and 
the Vice Roy of Naples, did by all manner of Cruel-

The waldenſes who fled out of Piedmont into Pro- 
vence, increaſing daily, and their Habitations be- 
Ing near to Avignion ( many. times t he Popes Seat) 
-he ſoon raiſed an horrid Perſecution againſt them, 
but the greateſt was in the Year, 130, In the time 
of Zews the Twelfth, whereia many ſuffered, which 
continued for ſome time more an leſs furious to the 
Year, 1540. About which time the Inhabitants of 
. Merindol, Cabriers, Poſmm, and other places in Pzed- 
*mont, were by means of the Popes Agents cruelly 
Burned , Maſl. cred, and Deſtroyed, The "Towns

Devils. At Coſta, another Town , they committed 
great laughter, and many of the Inhabitants flying . 
into an Orchard, the. Souldiers raviihed divers 'of 
the Women an1 Virgins, and abuſed them in ſo fil- 
thy a manner for a day and a4 night, that the women 
with-child, and younger Maidens, died immediately 
after. Many more were the Outrazes committed by 
the Souldiers in this Country. but the Tremendous: 
"*Y Juſtice of God did not ſuffer ſome of the moſt vio- 
lent penſecutors to go nnpunitthed :; For Opzde, the: 
Commander of theſe Villains. was ſtruck with a 
ſtrange kind of bleeding in the lower parts, that he: 
was not able to make any Licin ; ſo that his: Guts: | 
+ rotted within him, and Worms bred in his bowels, 
which confinually gnawed him ; and ſo he.lay raging |

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and/ blafpheming, ſaying, that he felt a fire within; | 
him , which burnt him from the Navel upwards :. 
which was accompanied with a moſt filthy ſtink 


from his lower parts - and in this miſerable manner 
he ended his wretched life. There was likewiſe one 
Fokn de Roma, a Monk, who uſed horribly to tor- 
ment theſe poor Proteſtants: and among the reſt, 
he would fi1l Boots with boiling Oyl, and put them 
upon their Legs over a ſoft fire. Thus he tormented 


many : bnt at laſt; Francis the French King being in- - 


formed of his Helliſh cruelty, ſent to- the Parlia= 
ment of Provence to apprehend him, who condemn 
him : but he having notice of it, fled to Arragon, 
where a while after he was robbed of allhe had b 
his own ſervants, and then fell into an horrible dil- 
eaſe, unknown to the Phyſitians, being intollerably 

'tormented with pains all over his body, ſo that he 
» had not one minutes reſt, and no creature was able 
to endure him, for the intollerable ſtink which pro- 
ceeded from him,nor he himſelf, for his body was full 
of naſty ſores and vlcers, which ſwarmed with Ver. 
' min, and rotted away from the bones by piece-meal, 
In the midſt of his torments, he would ina great 
rage cry out. Oh ! who will deliver me> wkto will rid 
vie out of theſe intollerable pains which I now ſuffer, [for 
op; reſfing aud tormenting thoſe t0or men > endeavouring 
ſeveral times to kill himſelf, but had not power : and 
in this horrible anguiſh and deſpair he fearfully died, 
no man being able to bury him, for fome time. by 
reaſon of the loathſume-ſmell proceeding irom him, 
tillat laft a poor man with an Iron Hook dragg'd his 
Ca: kaſs into a.Hole he had digg d for him.

the fury and rage of the anholy Pil rims. They then 
ſarprized the Caſtie of Bezon, where thzy pulled out 
the Eyes, and cut off the Noſes of an hundred Al- 
bingenſes, leaving only one with one Eye to guide 
the reit to Calaret. 

They tock likewiſe the Caſtle of Mencyly, defend- 
ed by the Lord of Termes, whom they flung into a 
filthy Priſon till he died; his Wife, Siſter, and 
Daughter, who was a Virgin, and likewiſe chvers 
Noble Women , after they had in vain by frowns 
and threats endeavoured to draw them to Popery, 
were burnt in an huge fire all together : And after 
that, they burnt an hundred and fourſcore more in 
another great fire, who embraced the Hames with 
joy, giving God thanks that he was pleaſed ſo to ho- 
nour them, as to die for his Name. Simon Monford 
{ucceeded the Legate in his Generalſhip. and at the 
| taking of the Caſtle of Lavaur, all the Souldiess 
were' put to the Sword, except fourſcore Gentle- 
men, whom that cruel Earl cauſed tobe hanged, and 


the Lord A*mery ona Gibbet above all the reſt: the. 


Lady his Siiter was caſt into a Ditch, and covered 
With Stones: the*reſc of the people, who were a-. 
hont four hundred perſons were forced into a great 
fire made purpoſely for them, and ſo. all burnt, ex- 
cept thoſe that would forſake their Religion, which: 
were very [ew. 

About this time there was one Reynard Tollard, a 
god Hy and learned man, who by his preaching ſtir- 
red up the Fneliſo in Gyuiene toaſſiſt the Albingenſes, 
which they did accordingly , but this. worthy man. 
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was afterward burnt in Germany : They ſay he 


he foretold many things by Divine Revelation, 
which came to paſs in a thort time. In the year 
1212. near Muret , upon the Gayvon, there was a 
Battel between Simon Montford , and the King of 
Arra on, who aſliſted the Albingenſes, in which Fight 
the King of Arragox waslain. and the Enemy re- 

--ted, above two Millions of Albingenſ-s with him, 
vrich the Albingenſes attributed to the too great 


confidence of the King . who depended rhuch upon 


his numbers , and was feaſting while his Enemies 

were in Council. 4 
Eryar Gonradus of Aarpurg, the Popes Inquiſitor, 
made terrible havock of all that profeſſed the Go- 
ſpel, under the names of Hereticks, whom he try- 
ed. by making them paſs over red hot Irons lid at 
an unequal diſtance blindfold, and th-fe that were 
burnt were accaynted Hereticks, few eſcaping the 
hot Irons; ſo that neither Nobte, nor Ignoble, 
Clerks, Monks, Nuns, Burgeftes, Citizens, nor! Coun» 
try people, eſcaped the Flames , by means of this ' 
bloody Inquiſitor. Prince Zewis of France took the” 
Town of Miramornd, and therein deſtroyed five Yhou- 
ſand men, women and chudren of the Albingeyj:s : 
And in the year 1234. many of them being fled in- 
to France, the Pope cauſed a Cru/2do to bepreached 
up againſt them. whe:eby a greit Army of Pilgrims 
aſſembled together. and were lent againſt chem by 
Pope Gregory, who flew the poor Proteſtants, with 
their Biſhop* and Miniſters. burnt their houſes, de- 
ſtroyed their Towns, and plundered and car ied a- 
way their Goeds : And about the ſame time, ſome 
who had retired info Germany . M1/1in and other 
parts of Jtaly, Were likewiſe barnt anc deſtroyed: 
A while afrer. four hundred and twenty of theſe

Upon 
theſe words they immediately ſlew her, 

Th- ſuferings of the poor Proteſtants in P:ed- 
Meant. concinued ſtill ; they are-undet the. Govern- 
ment. 
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ment of the Dake of Savoy, and are,the Off-ſpring 
of the old Waldeyſes which inhabited there, and 
haveever ſince profeſſed the ſame Religion ; they 


-have Evangelical Churches in the ſeveral Valleys of 


Angrognea, Bobio, Fillaro, Valguicharda, Roras,Taglia- 
cetto, and divers others; in all which, moſt of their 
Inhabitants are Proteſtants, and had been long in- 
dulged in their Religion by the Princes of Savoy, to 
whom they were Subjects : but in the year 1565. 2 
cruel Egict was publiſhed; that all ſuch. as'would not - | 
comply with the Church of Rome, and go to Mals, 
ſhould within ten days be banithed from their Coun- 
try, and Habitation; but by the Interceſfion of the 


French King, and the EleCtor Palatine of the Rhine, 
- this Edict was recalled, and they continued quiet till 


the year 15« 5. wherein that late horrible Maſſacre 
was committed upon them for the ſake of their Re+ 
ligion. | | 

The Papiſts had all along by many cunning 
Plots and. contrivances endeavogred their ſnabver- 
fion, by uſing all Arts S ſtir. them up to Rebellion, 
and by planting Jeſuits Colledges among them, 
which like Goads in their ſides {!ill' annoyed them, 
and prov'd a great trouble and - affliction to them; 
for they often procured ſome cruel and harth Edie, 
or Proclamation , by - their Complaints. and Lyes 
which they raiſed in the Duke of $Szroys Court a- 
gainſt them: Asin the year 1602. they got an-E- 
dict for baniſhing all private and publick Proteſtant 
Schoolmaſters, as Enemies to the Goveinment, and 
difurbers of the Peace : and likewiſe another Edict 


+ 1622, thatno Strangers, ether Miniſters or others, . 


ihould be entertained among them. In 1534. an E- 
dict came out, that all the Proteſtants of CompYelione 
ihould be baniſhed; and in, 1654. the ſame was 
done againſt thoſe of Martino, and Peroſa. Thefe

reſolving utterly to root out the Proteſtants from,

* their Unþoly Father the Pope, they procured an Or- 
der in the mid(t of Winter, that is Faxuary 25. 1555. 
(which is very ſharp in thoſe Countries) for the ba- 
niihing of all Proteſtants out of the Valleys of :Zu- 


cerna, Lucerneitz, and ſeven other places, within three. 


days after publication, unleſs they would turn &9- 
man Catholicks ; and this extended to all in general, 
none þeing excepted, of what Rank , Degree. or 
Condition ſoever they were. And thus theſe poor 
Creatures wee forced in compliance with thiscruel 
Egict, to fly for the ſecurity of their © Lives and 
Conſciences. in the depth of the Snow, and when all 
the Valleys were covered with water. there being 
among them ſome Women with-child, others newly 
delivered, young children crying and lamenting, old 
women, and decrepit men, leaning on their Stayes, 
all dragged over the lce, through Rain, Snow, Wa- 
ters, and a thouſand incanveniencies and hardſhips ; 
ſo that it would have grieved the heart of a Barbz- 
rian. to. have ſeen them leaving their Goods behind 
them, or ſelling them for little to the Papiits, who 


took no pity of their bitter tears, ſighing, ringing of .. 


hands, beating of Breaſts , mourning , complaining, 
and lamenting : but all theſe calamities were but as 
the bleating of Sheep, or the lowing of Oxen to 
Popith ears, and they rather rejoyced than commi- 
ſerated the condition of theſe poor Wretches : 
They were no ſooner gone, but their houſes were 
piihged, riflzd, and ranſackt of all that was left, 
and then pull d to the ground ;. yea, the Trees were 
' cutdowa, and ſuch havock and devaſcation made; as 
all was turned into a Wilderneſs,

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This crttel Edict was put in execution by one Gu- 
ftaldo. and others ; but this was not all, the Deſign 


was for the utter extirpating and roofing out Here- 


ticks,-2s they called theſe Religious Souls : it would 
not ſatisfie them to have baniſhed thele few, and the 
poor Proteſtants could have noredreſs at Court, for 
all their humble Petirions and Remonſtrances could 
not. be heard, The Papiſts had yet more wicked and 
bloody Deftgns- 2gainſt them ; and to rhat purpoſe,

It is next toimpoſlible toreckon up the variety of 
Crueities and Murders committed upon theſe poor 
Innocent Sou'!s ; we {hall therefore only give a 
brief Abſtract of ſore remarkable paſſages that hap- 
pened therein ' | 

Upon the ſeventeenth of April, 1655, whilſt the 
Proteſtant Deputies were detained at 'Thyrin, and 
delayed with hopes of redreſs, ſome Souldiers were 
ſent on purpoſe to fall unexpectedly upon the Pre- 
teſtants, who peaceably attended the iflue of their 
Petitions, which cauſed ſome buſtle ; for the poor 
people being prompted by the Law of Nature ſtood 
upon their defence. and the Papiſts loſt hfry meny 
the Proteſiants only two. Wedneſday April 22, the 
Marqueſs of Piazefſa, the Popiſh General, came to 
the Valley ofyZucerna , and promiſed them there 

hould be no violence offered to them, provided they 
would but quarter,a few Souldiers as a token of their 
obedience, vhich® the well-meaning people con- 
ſented to; but no ſooner were theſe Troops entred, - 
but they put all to Fire and Sword, flaying all they 
met with that had but the likeneſs of mankind, and 
that in the moſt barbarous manner they could poſli- 
bly deviſe, 

There joyned immediately to this Army a great

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number of Oatlaws, Priſoners, and other Offenders, 
who thought to have ſaved their Souls, and filled 
their Purſes. by killing Zereticks : Six Regiments of 
French , befides Iriſh , likewiſe helped them in this 
good work... the. Country being promiſed to the /- 
rifh when cleared of Proteſtants, With theſe, and 
ſeveral other Troops of Highway- men and Vaga- 
bonds, by the Licenſe of their General, and the en- 
couragement of Popiſh Prieſts and Monks, the moſt 
unheard-of Villanies were committed upon the poor 
Proteſtants : So that there was nothing to be ſeen 
through the Proteftant Valleys but Churches burn- 
ing, Towns ſmoaking, Houſes flaming, Men, Wo- 
. Men and Children ms fſacred and murdered ; nothing 
- tobe heard, but the confuſed cryesof, people flying, 
the piercing groans of others dying, and the horrid 
{hrieks of others that were tormented : and indeed 
ſo dreadful was their uſage, that it is ſcarce to be 
expreſſed. In one place they moſt cruelly rorment- 
ed an hundredand fifty Women and Children, - and 
afterwards«hopped off the Heads of ſome, and daſh- 
ed out the Brains of others againſt the Rocks; they 
took multitudes of Priſoners, and fuch of them who 
were hfteen years of age and upwards, if they refu- 
ſed togo to Maſs, ſome of them were hanged up, 0- 
. thers had their feet nail'd to Trees, with their Heads 
hanging duwn, all which they conſtantly endured. 
A Franciſcan Eryar, and another_Prieſt, ſet fire to 
all the Churches and Houſes art S. Giovanni, La Toure, 
and other places, ſo that they lefr not one ſtand- 
Ing, 

In theſe Deſolations the Mother was bereaved of 
her ſweet Ch!1d , the Husband of his dear Wife, 
thoſe which were richeſt among them were forced to 
beg their bread; yea, they lay weltring in their 
own blood, and the pretence for all thoſe bloody

Maſlacres and Cruelties was, that they were Re- 
bels to their Princes Commands, in not performing 
an abſolute impoſſibility, by immediately departing 
from their Habitations in ſo {hort a time; and like- 
wiſe for their frequent Petitioning*to the Duke to 
take pity upon them. 

The truth is, the Cruelties which were executed 
would exceed the belief of man, but that they are 
ſo fully proved by the Atteſtations of Eye-witnel(- 
ſes, by the woful cryes of ſo many po :r delolate 
Wretches who have been miſerably #obbed and de- 
ſoiled of their Relations, Friends Lands and Hou- 
ſes : yea one of the chief Commanders of their own 
Army that aCted theſe crueſties, made a formal 
Oath of the reality thereof, and Signed it with. his 
own hand before two ſufficient Witnefles, and like- 
wiſe the voluntary confeſſion of one of the Souldiers 
who told ſome of his Fellows, that during the heat 
of the Maſſacre, he had divers times ſurfeited with 
eating the boiled B:ains of Proteſtants. ; 

The barbarous cruelties following, which were ex- 
erciſed u2on thoſe poor people, are likewiſe atteſt- 
ed by divers Perſons of Honour and Integrity, who 
were for the moſt p:rt eye or ear-witnelles of the 
ſame. | 

One Sarah Yj_ues, about th:eeſcore years of age, 
was commanded to ſay her prayers, and-becauſe the 
refuſed to ſay Ave Maria, they ript her up glive, 
by putting a Sickle into her privy parts, and ſo lic 
up her Belly ; af ter which they dragged tr about, 
and at lait cut off her Head. . | 

Other Women had their Breaſts, Noſes, Privities 
and Hands cut. off, and ſo left to periſh miſerably ;

Theſe horrid and inhumane practices made the reſt -- | 
of the Proteſtants fly to their Arms, in the natural, -} 
defence. of themſelves, and their Families, againſt 
the rage and fury of Lyons, Tygers, and Bears, in 
the ſhapes of men : But thoſe that were ſo brisk at 
maſlacring and murdering ſuch as didnot refift them, 
were meer Cowards at fighting, and the* Prote- 
ſtants prevail'd againſt them with ſmall numbers, 
and defended themſelves again: their Cruelty. 

But at laſt by the Mediation of the Smitzzrs, ffol- 
Iand-rs, and other Proteſtant Princes, and eſpecially 
the Engliſh, who contributed abore thirty thouſand 
pound to the relief of their wants and nuleries, the -

pire of Germany given them for their ſecurity, WW.” 

Ata Town called Cuttenbureh there are many deep- 
Metal Mines, into one of which, in the year 1420. 
the Papiils threw one thouſand and ſeven hundred 
perſons at one time, for their Religion ; info ano» 
ther. one thouſand thirty eight ; and into a third, a 
thouſand three hundred axd thirty four perſons; 

In the year 1421, one Pichel, a chief Magiſtrate of » 
the City Zitomeritia,having taken twenty four of the 
chief Citizens, and among them his Son-in-law: put 
them in an high Tower, and being, there almolt fa- 
miſhed, they were at laſt brought out , and” con«*:; * 
demned to be drowned, their Wives, Children and . -4 
Friends | ollowing them: to execution with cryes and

with prayers and tears to her Father, beſeeching him 
to ſpare her Husband; but he like a hard- hearted 
wretch only ſaid , Cannot you have a bett:r Husband 
than this > To whom, ſeeing his cruelty, the an- 
ſwered, You fhall newer marry me 12 any but this : And 
ſogoing along with them, when the ſaw her Husband 
thrown into the River, {he leapt in after him, and 
1mbracing him, endeavoured to ſave his life ; but be- 
Ig unable to do it, they both periſhed together, and 
the next &ay ſhe was found with him faſt in her 
Arms, and they were both buried in one Grave. 


A while after a Miniſter, four men . an1 four 


Boys, were all burnt together in one fire at Prague, 
becauſe they received the Sacrament in-both kinds : 


. and indeed many and almoſt innumerable were the: 


murtaers, torments, and inhumane barbaritics com- 
mitted both publickly and privately on theſe poor 
Chriſtians. 

About the year 1522... Martin Luther began to 
ſhine asa great light in Germany, and his Doctrine 
$oon overſpread Bohemia, and all the parts adjoyn- 
ing ; which ſo enraged the Pope and his Clergy, that 
tkey continually raiſed very violent perſecutions a- 
gainſt them, wherein multitudes of good Chriſtians 
loſt their lives by means of Feriinand the Firſt, and 
Charles the Fift, Emperours of Germany, There were 
no leſs than two hundred Miniſters baniſhed out of 
Bobemiaat one time, and the Lord of Schanow, be- 
cauſe he was a Lutheran, was accuſed of a Conſpira- 


Ly, and laid upon the Rack ; but he couragiouſly cut 


out his own Tongue, and being demanded the rea- 
ſon of it, he wrote, That it was leſt the torments of the 
Rack. frould make bim ſpeak. falfly againfi himſelf, or 0= 
thers, | 

In the year 1617. Ferdinand the Second was obtru- 
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ded upon the Bob:mians, who, joyning with the Pa- 
piſts, raiſed up a very terrible Perſecution againſt 
the Proteſtants, which was the cauſe of the Elect- 
ing of Frederick,, Prjnce Palatine of the Rhine, to be 
King of Bobemza , upon which there followed thoſe 
cruel Wars and troubles in that Country, wherein | 
many gedly Miniſters, and other piqus , holy, and: 
£00d men, ſuffered ſuch barbarities and inhumani- 
ties f.om the Popilh Souldiers, that the Ears of a 
Chriſtian cannot hear, nor his Tongue relate them, 
without the greateſt abhorrency and indignation ; 
for ſome of them were ſtoned to death, ethers hang-

tion, commuted mazy Barbarous Crueltics upon the 
Proteſtants, and among the reſt ata place called Yo'- 
fy, he murd cd ſeveral Hundreds of Men; Women 
and Children who were aſlembled to kear a Sermon, 
mangling their Limbs, and ſirewing. them ahour the 
Seats and Galleries. of the Church, and at another 
Town called Szuizs, fome were beheaded, ſome 
whipr, ſome beaten, others ſent to the Gallys, the 
poor woinen being xeiwiſe made Slayes. Among _ 
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reſt one Fournia a Miniſter was tormented by having 
his Thumbs ſtrained with a ſmall cord till the blood 
xiued out at the ends of them, and with another 
Cord was hoifted up by the, Thumbs, and then 
twaccht down again, baving great Stones ryed to his 
Toes, and fe was hanged t]l his Spirits failed him, 
and then the y ſuddenly let him fall with his Face on 
the hard Floor, with which Barbarous Uſage he in 
a horr time dyed, being near fifty years old. 

Inthe year 1555, in the Reign of Henry the fecond 
of Wes there was one Ann du Bourg, a Noble-man, 
and of admirable wiſdom and underſtanding, who 
when the King came one time jnto his Parl1ament at 
Paris, made a bold Speech before him, wherein he 
Lave hanks ro Almighty God for moving the Rings 
Heart to be preſent at ſuch a weighty matrer as that 
of Religion,(which it ſeems was then to be debared) 
humbly intrearing him to conſider well thereof,it be- 
ing the Cauſe of Chriſt himſelf, which of good Rivhe 
ought ro be maintained by Princes, bur the King was 
fo far ſrom harkning to him, that being inraged he 
commanded him to be committed to Priſon, and 
proteſted to him in theſe very words, Theſe Eyes of 
mine ſhall ſeg thee burnt. And a while after he was 
condemned to dye. In the mean time great Tri- 
umphs were preparing for the marriage of the Kings 
Siſter and ' Daughter, and the day being come, He 
ſpent all the morning in Examining matters againſt 
Du Bourg, and ſome others charged with the ſame 
Dottrines, intending to glut his Eyes with their Ex- 


ecution ; and then went to Dinner ; After Dinner / 


the Kirg ran at Tilt near the Prifon where Du Bourg 
was, and brake many Spears againſt the Count Mont - 
gomery and others, and all thinking he had done e- 
nough, dcfired him to give over with praiſe z But 
the Kivg being inflamed with their Commendations 


would necds run another courſe with Count Montgos * 
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Mery, who upon his knees beg'd his Majcſty pardon,.. 
bur the King being reſolved, commanded him «to do - 
ir upon his Allegiance, Montegomery, being compel'd 
addreſt himſelf to it, and the King and he meeting ' 
broke their Spears, and the Kings Helmet falling 
down at the ſame Inſtant, one of the Splinters of 
Montgomeries Spear entred juſt into his right eye, and 
ſo pierced his head, that his brains were periſh- 
ed, which wound being incurable, he dyed thereof, 
within Eleven days after ; whereby his' great hopes - 
of ſeeing the Death of Dz Bourg were fruſtrated 3: 
And the Execution of Du Beurg was deferr'd for 11x * 
Months longer, all which time perſevering conſtant- - 
ly in the truth, he was firſt degraded, and then ac- 
compan'cd with 11x or ſeven hundred Horſe and. 


Foot well armed, he was guarded to Execation, be- 


ing firſt hang'd, and chen burnt to Aſhes. 

Ar Amiens in France all the Bibles, Teſtaments and 
Pſalm Books were burnt, the Miniſters Puipit, and 
ſeveral. Men and Women: Art Abbevilla they flew 
the . Lord/of Harcourt, and dragg'd ſome along the 
Streets with their faces in the Kennel. At Meux above . 
Four Hundred Religious Citizens were flain,the Wo- - 
men and Maids were openly raviſhed in the Streets, 
and market-places, Men, VYomen and Children 
were Maſſacred, the very Popiſh Prieſts themfelves 
ſaying divers with their own hands. Ara place cal- 
led Bar, the ſame if not worſe Villanies. were com- 
mitted, for the Papiſts pull'd out the hearts of theſe 
Poor Proteſtants, and moſt barbarouſly gnawed them 
with their Teeth, rejoycing that they taſted of an 
Hugonots heart. At another place ſeven Hundred Pro- 
reſtants were mhumanely maſſacred, and their nak- 
ed Bodies thrown into the River ; Their Houſes and- 
Church being likewiſe plundred and Burnt. 

Ar Angies they murthered a Godly Miniſter and : 
many -others and finding a Fair Bible guilt, they

About the ſame time the Town of Rochel was like-

he was one of the horrible Murderers of the Admiral, 


fhewing - his Sword, which he ſaid he brought from ' 


that exploit, to ſlaſh the Rochellers,bur upon Tryal his 
| heart failed him and he ran away, and one of the Ro- 
chellers purſuing him ſlew him, ſtripr him, and left 
ms body in thet jeld, and before next morning the 
nad torn his Face. 

In one Months ſpace the Papiſts diſcharged above 
Thirteen Thouſand Shot againſt the Town, and 
made many aſſaults, bur always came off with loſs, 
The Siege continued two Months, and the Famine 
much increaſeh upon them, but by Divine Provi- 
dence, when 2!l other Proviſion failed them, there 
came. a multitude of ſmall Fiſhes -into the. Haven, 
which were never ſeen there before, and wasa very 
great relief to them, who continued during the fiege, 
but preſently after the publiſhing the Edi of Peace, 
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they went away and were never ſeen more. A 
while after the Rochellers were likewiſe freed from the 
fiege by means of the Poland Ambaſſadors and en- 
joyed their ormer Privileges:It 15 very remarkable that 


| moſt of thoſe Perſons which were employed 1n the 


Maſlacre of Paris and other Plarccs,were killed at this 
ſiege, for there were ſlain before this Town Three 
Maſters de Camp, divers Lords and Gentlemen, a- 
bove Threeſcore Captains, as many Lieutenants and 
Enfigns, and above Twenty Thouſand Common 
Souldiers. | OS 

The next year after, the King himſelf, who was 
at leaft the Countenancer of all theſe horrible Maſia- 
cres, being in_ the prime of his Youth,*nor above 


- Twenty five years old, fell ſick of a Ianguiſhing dif- 


eaſe; his Phyſicians let him blood and purged him 
to no purpoſe ; for he conſumed away fo ſtrangely, 
as aſtoniſhed many. He long ſtrugled againſt his 
Diſeaſe, but at laſt betook himſelfto his Bed for a- 
bout fourteen days before his dearh, and was fore 
tormented with a great Effufion of blood, which iſſu- 
ed from all parts of his body, and one time, to the 
terror of thoſe abour him, he rouled himſclf in his 
own blood; A while before he died he defired his 
Mother to purſue his Enemies to the utmoſt repeat- 
ing the ſame, and with great eagerneſs, and ſayin 
Madam I pray you heartily to do it, and fo expired 
May 30. 1574- 

And it was obſerved that the reſt of the Chief A- 
gents were ſtrangely cutoff; The Duke of Anjou the 
Kings Brother, afterwards King Henry the Thixd was 
ſtabbed by a Facobine Monk 1n the ſame Chamber 
where he ſate in Councel for contriving the late Tra- 
gedies. The Duke of Gyze was ' murdered jn the 
Kings own Chamber, Five and Forty Perſons wait= 
ing with Swordsand Daggers to do it; The Queen Mo- 
ther broke her heart, and dyed the firſt of Zanuary 
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afrer : And -in ſhor:, it hath been obſerved by a 


good Author, thart ſince the year of our Lord 1556 


of aThouſand Murderers that remained unpuniſhed 
by men, there was not ten who efcaped the Divine 


hand of God; bur. came to deſerved and wretched 


Ends, ſuitable to their bloody and wicked Lives.

They ſpent two Hours 1n perſwading her that ſhe 
might commut a leſs Evil to do a greater good. Bur 
ſhe couragitouſly anſwered them, That by the help of 
God ſhe would never do it. Will not the People ſay (aid 
fhe, This is a wretched Woman indeed, that burns the 
Bivie, wherein all the Articles of Chriſtian Religion 
ars conraigaed ? 1 will certainly burn my Body, rather then 
1 will burn my Bible. Upon this ſhe was commitred 


to Prifon, and fed only with bread: and water, and 
Her Friends.forbad to come. to ber, but continuin 
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ſiedfaſt in the Truth, ſhe was thereupon condemn- 
ed to be ſer upon a Scaffold, to have the Bible hurnr 
before her Face, her ſelf co be firangled, and her 
body to be dragged chrough the Streers to a Dunghil, 
which Sentence ſh# willingly and cheerfully under- 
Wents 

In the year 1528. The City of Ro-hel was again 
beſieged with a 'great Army by the French Ring, 
whereby the Inhabitants were 1n ſuch excremiry tor 
want of ViRuals, that rhey cat Horſes, Dops, Cats, 
Rats, and Mice, and after thar the poor Prote/tants 
lived Two Months upon Cow-hides and Goat-skins 
boyled.. They hikewiſe eat old Gloves, and whatſo- 
ever was madeof Leather, yea the poor people cut 
off the buttocks of the dead and cat them, yonng 
Maids of Fourteen or Sixteen Years old looked like 
old Women of an Hundred years old, a Buſhel of 


' Wheat was ſold for Twenry Pound, a Pound of 


Bread Twenty Shillings, a Quarter of Mutton aboye 
fix Pound, An Egg cight ſhillings, An Ounce of Su- 
gar Haif a Crown, adryed Fiſh Twenry Shillings, a: 
Pint of Mil's Thirty Shillmgs, After a while the Cj- 
ty was taken, and ſome Eng/ih that were therein, 
when they came aboard, looked like Anatomies or 
dead Bodies. 

And fince that to this very day the Proteſtants 
have ſuffered very great hardſhips and Perfecutions 
1n France by having their Qhurches pulled down, by 
Fires and Impriſonments, and Biniſhments, . by be- 
Ing excluded from, all Officer and Imployments of 
Truft or Profit, and by all manner of diſcourage- 
ments whatſoever. and thar only upon-thE Account 
of their Religion ; and all this contrary to Oar,hsPro- 
reſtations, . Edits and. Proclamations, which have . 
been ſolemnly made, /and granted to them for the 
free Exerciſe of the Proteſtant Religion, 
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-F Et God ariſe, let his Enemies be ſcatte- 
red, let them alſo that hate him flee be- 

fore him. |

For in the time of Pope Adrian the Fourth who 5» 
was an FEngelihman, one Arnald of 'Brix1a-came t9 
Rome and preached pu! olicelygnd bold!y againft the 
Corrupttons of the X97 Church; and found great 
favour-among the Senators and Peopl e,1nfomuci»that = 
when the Pope coinmanded them to drives Arxat,  . 
out of the Ciry for an Eererick,they retiſted iis coms + 
mand and defended 4rn4/d4, uponwnich the Popo- - 
thundred out an Excommuncationag2in{t the whole 
City of Kore 3, ſothar upon the jmportunicy of che- 
Clergy they were forced to fend him away ; but he 
was entertained by rneLords of Campania who VICYe 
ſubj-<Ctro the Emperour.of Germany with whom he es 
mained, and preached the Goſpel to rhem. 

The Emperour coming afrer wards 1nto Italy to be 
Crowned. the Pope detired him to deliver up 91hald 
mto his hands 3 whereupon the Emperour ſerz<dup- + 
none of the Lords of Campania, which rerralied x 
other, that he delivered up 4rnald, who being » 
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142 TheCrueltzies in Italy, Spain, 
*fent to the Pope he uſed him moſt cruelly, and then 
ordered him firſt to be hanged, and then burnt as 
an Arch Heretick ; His Chief Herefies were, That 'he 
preached againit the Prideand Covetouſneſs of the Menks 
and Clirgy, that be inveighed againit the Errors in the 
Sacrament, that he expounded the Scriptures, &c. 

In the year 1546. there was one Eucenas or ' DYz an- 
der, a Spanzard born, who being bred up in Rome, 
yet came at laſt to the knowledge of- the Truth, and 
having diſcovercd his diſlike of the fake Doctrine of 
Popery, he was betrayed by his own Countreymen 
and Acquaintance, and being brought before the Car- 
'dinals, he was-committed cloſe Prifoner, and was af- 
rerwards brought forth to: declare his Judgment 
where , he gave a Notable Teſtimony to the Truth, 


upon which, when he. refuſed to recant the ſame, . 


he was condemned to be burnt, and ſuffered Martyr- 
dom with great patience and conftancy. _ 

In the year 1550, One Faninus of Ferrara in Italy 
heing by the Grace of God and reading of good 
Books converted to the Goſpel, and began to Inſtruct 


Qthers privately therein, but chis coming to the ears. 


of ſome of the Popes Blood-hounds, they ſeized him 


and committed him to Priſon, where by the earneſt 


Importunities of his V Vife, Children and Friends, he 
was periwaded to deny the Truth, and was thereup- 
on releaſed our of Priſon; He had not been long ar 


liberty, but he was extreamly troubled 1n mind, for. 


prefcrring the Love of his Relations and Friends be- 
fore the ſervice of Jeſus Chriſt, neither-could he by 
ny incans be free {rom theſe Tortures rill he had fully 
reſolved to venture his Life for the Goſpel; Feing- thus 
10ftlamed with holy Zeal, he wentaboat the Countrey 
teaching andjInftructing thePebple wherever he came. 

V-Vhz;reupon, he. apprehended and caſt into 
Priſon, and was condemned tobe burnt, but: he told 


ius judges, That bis time was not yet come, and fo it-

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happened for he was removed to Feryzra where he 
continued in Priſon for Two years, and afterwards 
Eighteen Months in- another Priſon, and was again 
condemned by the Popes Inquifitors, but ſtill his 


death was one way or other prevented. 


His Wife and Siſter came to him in Priſon and 
weeping pitifully intreated him to remember and 
confider his poor Family, To whom he anſwered, 


YThat his Lord and Maſter had commanded him not to de- 


ny the Truth for hs Families ſake, and that it was too 
much that for their ſakes he had once fallen already, and 
therefore deſired them not to ſollicite him any more gu 
that matter, for he knew his end drew neer, and there 
fore he commended them to the Loyd. In a ſhort time 
afrer the Pope ſent word Faninrs ſhould be burnt, ar 
which he very much rejoyced and thanked the 
Meſlenger. Being ſtill offered Life if he would re- 
cant, and thereby prevent the miſery of his Wife: 


and Children, He ſaid, He would leave them to a 


careful and ſufficient Overſeer; and being aſked who 
that was,he anſwered even the Lord Kgſrs Chriſt a faith- 
ful Keeper of all that are committed to him. As he was 
going to Exccution, one that ſaw him © merry and 
cheerful asked him, what the reaſon of ir was, fince 
Jeſus Chriſt before his death ſweat Water and Blood? 
To whom he anſwered, That Chriit ſuStained all the 
ſorrows and conflits with Hell and Death, which were 


due to us, that by his ſufferings we might be free from- © 


the ſorrow and ſear of them all. Ar the p'ace of Exe- 
cation aſter having Earneſily prayed to<God, he 


went patiently ro the ſtake, and was firſt ſtrangled' 


and then burnr. 
There was lizewiſe one Domznzrs a Souldicr under 
Charles the Fir}, m Germany, who having reecived 


the Goſpcl, grew fo much in knowledg in a ſhore: 
time, thathe was able to inſtrudt others, wherznpon; 
he.returned into 1:aly, and taught the People in. Na--1 
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T 44 The CrueltiesinTtaly, Spain, 
ples, Plarentia, and ſeveral other places : In. a little 
time after he was apprehended and readily. obeyed 
the Magiſtrate, ſaying, That he wondred the Devil had 
let him alone ſo long; And being asked whether he 
would renounce his Doctrine, He ſaid, That he matin- 
tained no Dottrine of his own, but the Doflvine of Chriſt 
which he was alſo ready toſeal with his blood ;, Being 
therefore condemned to death, he was brought into 
the Market-place, where, he moft heartily prayed 
tor his Enemies, Tnſiruded the People, and then 
was hanged, reſting in peace inthe Lord. 

In the City of Par/a 1n Italy, one Galleaciys. Trect- 
75 a Gentleman of good Quality, very-rich, and boun- 
riful ro the poor embraced the Goſpel, for which 
being preſecured he fled from thence, bur being af- 
terwards apprehended he was brought before the 
Lords 1n94i/itors where he boldly and couragioully 
aſierted the Truth ; whereupon he was condemned 
tobe burnt 5 next morning he was bound to a ſtake 
1m the Marxet place, where he continued. till noon 
29 be gazed at by the People, during which rime-ma- 
ny of his Friends perſwadeg him to recant, but no- 
thing could alter the firm mind of this conſtant Mar- 
wr and Fire being put to him, be quietly flept- 1n 
the Lord.

cellent Learning, who having attained the knowledge 
of the Truth, he endeavoured by Example and In- 


' ſtru&ion to bring in others, for which being accuſed 


of Herefie, he was apprehended ar Yenzice,.and was 
afterwards ſent for to Rome by the Pope, where ma- 
ny endeayours were uſed to tempt him to deſert and 


deny the Truth, which not prevailing, he was 


Condemned to be burnt alive ; which he conſtantly 
ſuffered to the Admiration of all that ſaw him, 

In the year. 1559. 7ohn Aloyſius a Miniſter, being 
ſent from Geneva to.Calabria, was ſent for to Romeby 
the Pope, where he ſuffered Martyrdom, and.at the 
ſame 7ames Bovellus a worthy Miniſter was Martyred 
by the Popes Order at Me/jina. Pope Pins the Fourth 
raiſcd an hot perſecution again{ the Proteſtants in all 
the Territories of the Chvrch of Kome, which was 
the deſtruction of many faithful Chriſtians, yea the 
Perſecution was ſo hot inthe Kingdom of Nap/es thar 
many Noblemen and their Wives, with divers o- 
thers were ſlain. And a Papilt writing to a Noble Lord 
about the Cruclties ſhewed to ſome Chriſtians in Ca- 
labria in the year 1 $60, hath theſe cxpreſſions, when 
I think upon it 1 verily quake and tremble, for their 
manner of putting to death may ts. fitly reſembled to the 
ſlaughter rf Calves and Sheep, for Fourſcore and Eight 
of. thzm being thruſt up together in one Hoſe as in a Sbeep- 
fold, the Executioner cometh in ,ta%es.one and blindfolds 
him, and then leading him f:rth to. a+ larger place com- 
mands him to kneel down, and thea cuts his Throat ;, and 
leaving him half dead, he takes his Butchers Knife and 
Muffler all gore blood, and jitches the ret, apd ſo one 
efter another diſpatches them all, Hom fad this ſpefta- 


_ cle was. I leave, to your Lordjisp to Fuage, for my own 


part I cannot but weep tothink of it, neither were there 
any.Speftators who-ſecang one to aye, could endure to be- 
bold 
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hold another, But truly ſo humbly and patiently they went ? 


to their deaths, as 2s almoFt incredible to belzeve : All 
the Aged Perfons went more cheerfully; the younger were 
ſomething more timerous, I tremble and ſhake to remember 
how the Hangman held hzs bloody Knife between his Teeth, 
and his bloody Muffler in his hand, and his Arms all 
gore blood upto the Elbows, going tothe Fold, and tak- 
3ng every one of them one after another by the hand and ſo 
diſpatching them all, no otherwiſe then a Butcher doth 
his Calves and Sheep. | 
The City of Yenzce kept it (elf free along time 
from this Plague of the Inquz//t:on ſo that multitudes 
of Chriſtians flocked thither from other places ; but 
in the year 1542,the Pope fo far prevailed as to intro- 
duce It there likewiſe,and then began a Terrible Pcr- 
ſecution of the poor proteſtants there,and they found 
out a new kind of death for them, which was to 
drown them in the bottom of rhe ſea, in the manner 
followin#: when they were condemned to dye by 
the 1nqu:{itors there was an Iron Chain faſtened round 
their waſt, and a heavy ſtone was tyed thereto, then 
they were laid upon a Planck between two Boats, 
and ſo rowed to an appointed place in the Sea where 
the Boats parting: aſtnder, the Perſon 1mmediately 
ſunk 1nto the Sea and was drowned ; notwithſtand- 
ing which divers good Chriſtians mer rogerher, and 
had a. Miniſter who preached the Goſpel and Admi- 
mitred the Sacrament ' to them ; but ſome falſe bre- 
thren creeping in among them, betrayed them ; up- 
on which many of them were apprehended and caſt 
into _ Sea, orhers were 1mpriſoned at Rome. till they : 
dyed. 
” nd others who were condemned to-be drown- 
ed at Venzce, there was one Sezgnior Anthony Ricetto 3 
To: whom after his coademnation - his ſon.of about 
Twelve yearsof Age came, and with Tears beſeech-. 
ed his Father to recant, for the ſaying of his own 
Life, 
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f. Life,and that he himſelf might not be left fartherleſfs, 


To whom his Father anſwered, 4 good Chrifizian is 
bound to forgo Children, goods, vea, and Life it ſelf for 
the maintenance of Gods Honour and Glory, for which - 
cauſe (ſaid he) 1 am now reſolved with Gods aſſiſtance 
to lay * down my Life. When he came tothe place 
where he vas to: ſuffer, the Stone and Chain 'were 
faſtned to him, whereupon lifting up his Eyes to 
Heaven, he ſaid, Father forgive rhem,” they know not - 
what they do, Lord Jeſus into thy hands 1 do commend 
my Spirit; And fo he ended his Life in the Sea. 

A while after one Francis Spinola was apprehended 
and *commitred to Priſon, and being called before 
the 1nq#3ſitors, he boldly reproved the Popes Legate- 
and the other Judges, 1n that c- ntrary to their Con- 
ſciences they perſecuted the Truth of God, and rold 
them they were the Oft-ſpring of the Phariſees, ec. 
Whereupon he had ſentence paſſed upon him; That 
he fhould be drown'd as an Heretich, ro whom he an- 
ſwered, I a no Heretich but the Servant of Feſus Chriſt, , 
At which words the Popes Legate bid him be filenr: 
and told him That he lyed ; The night afrer he was - 
conveyed into the Sea and there drowned, blefling 
and praiſing God with invincible Conſtaacy. 

. In the year 1595, There was a young Engliſh Pro- 
reſtant at Kome, who going into a Church, and ſee- 
ing their groſs Idolatry he was ſo moyed that he could 
nor indure the ſight of thoſe 1mpieries,, and there- 
fore as the Proceſſion paſſed by him, he ſteptro-- 
him that bare the Hoſt and Sacrament, and pluck- 
10g 1t out of his hands, threw it on the Ground, fay- 
ing, ye wretched Idolaters, do ye fall down to a Morſel 
of- Bread? This ſo provoked the People, that they. 
were like to have torn him in Pieces, bur he eſcaped” 
death; and was ſent to Priſon, and 'complaine there--

and Gr aces which 1t pleaſed the Almighty to beſtow 
upon him, was wonderfully endued with a Spirit of 
Prophecy ; from which among many other things. he

' lizin the Year 1601. where from Exebiy 4.6. dif-

When this Horrid Rebellion firſt began, ſeveral 
Thiþ Gentlemen pretended great kindneſs ro ſome 
of their Protzftant Neighbours, and perſwaded them 
to put their Goods and Cattel into their hands. 
Ingaging that they would ſccure them from the rage. 
of- the Rabble ; which made the Proteſtants fo con- 
fident, becauſe of former familiarity, that they gave 
them Inventories of all they had ; nay they digged 
up ſome of their beſt thinzs which they had hidden 
in the Ground, and put 1t into their ' hands, 
whereby they got vaſt Quantities of Goods into 
their handsz And yer Iikz Tru2 Papiſts they cheat-:

. Tr 1s Popery that alters the Nature of Englih- 
men, and makes them at like Turbs, Infidels or Bar- 
barians: 1ts principles infet the Blood, and in- 
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venome the Soul z inſtead of being weak and hum- 
ble, 1t makes them Proud and Arrogant ; inſtead of 
performing the Commands of Chriſt, it makes men 
obey the Pope, though never ſo contrary to Relig1- 
on.

Romiſþ Church, and plainly diſcovered the opprefit- 
on of the burden of the Pope and his Ravenous 
Clergy; and after him 7abn.,Groſtead Biſhop of Lin- 
coln wrote to the Pope, and admoniſhed him,for which 


he had like to have loſt his life 3 yet the Pope did . 


only . hitherto ſhew his Teeth, and could not take 
his full ſwvinge<in Blood and Murther, which he 
afterward attained to. 


' But fince the Papiſts impertinently 'urge againſt. 


ns tne Newneſs of our Religion, and that it was 
not known before Martin Lntheys days, we ſhall 
produce much more early Teſtimonies againſt the 
Errors and abuſes in the Romih Church :; For we 
find in the Year 884. John Patrick Evigina; a

Prelates, and the wicked lives of the Prieſts. In 
the Year 1160. the poor Periecured Waldenſes 
came hither for ſyccour, but 1nftead thereof they 
were Perſecuted, Condemned, Burnt, Whipt, and 


F ſtigmatiz'd for their Religion, both at Oxford and | 


other places, 
After which almoſt in every Year it pleafed God 
to raiſe up ſeveral Learned and worthy men to 
teſtifieagainſt the Horrid Corruptions of Rome, both 
by Speaking, Writing and Difputing againſt them. 
As in the Year 1170. Gyalo, and Gilbert Foliot, © 
Dofors of Divinity, and after them Silveſter Gerald, 
Alexander a Divine, Guaitey Maxes Arch Deacon of 
Oxford, Sebald Archbiſhop of TZorb, William Stringham 
Doctor of Divinity, Roger Bacon Fellow of Merton 
Colledge, a Divine and Mathematician, Fobn Scots 
the Great Scotch-mans, and abour tne ſame time, 
Dottor Fobn Wickliff, Zeoffery Chanzer, William Wickham 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, and many other Learned 


men, 
_ All theſe gave ample Teſtimonies by their pub- 
Iick Writings againſt the many Corruprtions, ev1l 
Dodrines and Superſtitious Worſhip of the Romiſh 
Church, with the hazard of their Lives, Honours, 
Liberties, Eſtares and Fortunes ; ſo that many were. 
rlecuted, and ſome were burnt in the Reign of 


King 
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' feſſors grew greater, who now began to be called

and divers others were many ways - perſecuted for | 
the fake of Religion, before the rifing of Luther 3

And befides theſe Divines, Learned - and great 
men, there were ſeveral other good men of a mean-

blefled memory, having outlived four Rings and: 
Eight Popes, dyed. in Peace, and. left her tlouriſh;- 
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ing Kingdoms ro her Succeſſor King ' Fames. 

And now the Papiſts being thus diſappointed of 
their great hopes and expectations, by 'the ſucceſſi- 
on of a Proteſtant King to the Crown of Engl, 
and) thereby uniting into one Body Scotland, Eng- 
{x11 and Ireland; one would have Tmagined that 
all thcir contrivances would have been daſht, fince 
they could not well think that ſo long and well 
ſ{cttled a Reformation m Church and State, could 
very eafily be broken and confounded ;, yet fill 
they give not over, but encourage one another in 
their wickedneſs, and the Pope ſent over two Bulls 
ra deprive King Fames of the Crown. and ſought 
to raiſe diviſions and difſentions amongſt us:

And though this horrid Conſpiracy has been. 
ſuFciently diſcovered: and made plain, by the cons ' 
feſlion of ſome of the Conſpirators who were exe- 
Euted, and by writings under their own hands 
yet according to their uſual Impudence, which they 
learned of their predeceſſor Neyo, ( who. when he 
had ſet Rome on Fire, charged. it upon the Chrt- 
ſtians ) the Papiſts intended to have laid. that' wic- 
ked AR upon the Puritans ;, and. ſince this 
have endeavoured to make the world helieve thar it 
was a Contrivance of King Famzs, thereby endea«.

Kingdoms: are -nct. ſo caſe to. be de- 
luded, neither are we fo horridly impious, to mock 
God' {o ſolemnly with yearly Prayers and Thankſ- 


Lyes and Tmpudence are the grand ſupporters of -the 
Payal Kingdom, without vhich ſuch, a medley of 


Nor 
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Nonſence and Foolery would be hooted out of 
the world. 

_ And from that time to this very - day, the Pa- 
piſts have been and are the Grand Diſturbers of 
theſe Nations : and it 1s ſufficiently manifeſted that 
they had no ſmall hand in our late Troubles, fince 
which they have continually ſought the rum and 
deſtruction of all Proteſtants, by all manner of curſed 
ways and m<cthods 1maginable. 7 

In the year 1656. Sept. 2. about two a Clock 
in the morning, there bcgan a ſad and lamentable 
Firein a Bakers Houſe in Padding Lane near Fiſk- 
[trett-hill, London, which raged with extream Vio- 
lence, being accompanied with a- ſtrong North-eaſt 
wind, fo that deſpiſing all means uſed for 1ts ex- 
ringuiſhing, it ſpread far and near, .ſometimes with 
and ſometimes againſt the wind, and ſo continued 
for the ſpace of neer four days, till it had burnt 
down thirteen thouſand two hundred houſes, which 
ſtood upon three hundred thirty teven Acres of 
Ground within the Walls, and fixty three Acres 
three Roods without 3 beſides eighty mine Pariſh 
Churches, the moſt ſpacious Cathedral of St. Pal, 
the Royal!” Exchange, the Great Guild-hai!, the Cuftomt 
Hſe, Many magtificent Falls of Companies, fſeve- 
ral prificipal City Gates; and other publick Edift- 
ces 3 which was accompanied with the loſs of vaſt 
quantities of rich Houſehold-rfruff, and Goods of 
all forts, but eſpecially four or five; that 1s, Books, 
of which alone were loſt near the value of an hun- 
dred and fifty thouſand pound 3 Tobacco, Sugar, 
Wines, and Plumbe, being heavy goods : So that the 
whole lofs is computed by an Ingenious Perſon to 
be Nine Millions and: nine hundred thouſand: pounds, 
and yer not above {3x or eight perſons through 


Gods Providence were burnt in this vaſt deſolation. 
Upon 
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Upien the Eighteenth of S:ptemb?y the Parhament 
met, arid the Commons appointed a Committee to 
examine into the Cauſes of the fire, and to take 
Informations concerning it; and in a ſhort time 
fo many and ſuch very conſiderable Informations 
were brought in, that 1t was: no longer doubtfull 
but the Papiits were the Contrivers and Managers 
of this dreadful Fire. ; 

For among other things it plainly appeared, that 
divers of the Poniſh Party were made acquainted 
with it before it happened : for 'Mr. Light of Rat- 
cliff depoſed, Thar being in dricourſe with Mr. Richard 
Langhorn ( fince Executed for Figh Treaſon ) in Fe- 
bruxry before the Fire, concerning Religion,  Lang- 
horn took him by the hand and faid ro him, You 
expeft great things in ſixty ſir, and think that Rom 

will be deftroy'd, but what if it bz London? 

' - A French man told one Elizabeth: Styles, m April 
before the fire, that the En2liih Maids would love 
the Frenchmen better when there was not an houſe 
left ſtanding between Tim»e-Bar and London-Bridge : to 
which ſhe replyed, She hoped hw eyes would never ſee 
that : he ſaid, This will happen betwixt June + October. 

Dr. Oats in- his Narrative, pag. 22. ſays, That in 
Fuly 1678. being in diſconrſe with one Strange a 
Jeſuir, Str21ge rold him that they had-gor fourteen 
thouſand pound by the Fire of Lon90n,..1n 1656, 
and that they ſpent ſeven huhdred fireballs to «<t- 
fe& their Villany ; and that when the Fire-Merchants 
were at work, then other Papiſts both men and

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Dr. Oats aſked Strange, How the King came. to' ef-

Strange replyed, Ind:ed they ' were reſolved to have 
cut him off, - but ſeeing him ſo Intuſtrious about. Quench- 
ing th: Fire, they couid_ not find wt their hearts to do it ;

A French Merchant went to Hubert 1n the 
White Lyon Priſon 1n Southwark, and told him, 
He did not believe bim Guilty of what he had confeſ- 
ſed : Hubert replyed, Fes Sir, I am guilty of it, and 
haze been brought to it by the inſtigation of Mr, 


Peidelow, but not out of any malice to the Engliſh Na- | 


tion, but from a deſire of reward which he promijed 
me upon my return intd France. A while after Hu-

5. One Burton Bayliff of Crowland in Lincolnſhire, 
ſcemed in King E1ward the Sixths days to be a Zeal- 
ous Proteſtant, but as ſoon as Queen Mary came to 
the Crown he turned Papiſt; and being forward to ſet 
up the Maſs, he went to Church, and the Curate be- 
ing then reading the Engliſh Service, he went .to 
him and ſaid, Sirrah, will you not ſay Maſs, buckle your- 
ſelf to it, you knave, or by Gods Blood TI'le ſheath my dag- 
ger in your ſhoulder The poor Curate being affright- 
ed betook himſelf ro the Maſs. Shortly after this 
Burton and a neighbour riding together, uCrow flew 
over his head, and voided her Excyements upon 
his Noſe, which ran down his beard, and yielded 
ſuch an horrible ſtink, that it cauſed him to vomit ' 
im a moſt violent manner, whereupon he got home 
to bed, but could eat nothing, the ſtink and vo- 
miting ſtill continuing, which made him with dread- 
ful Oaths and Execrations curſe the Crow that had 
poiſoned him, and ſo he continued in extream pain 
till he dyed.
